motion picture distributors suffered 
complete defeat to the supreme court 
today in their defense against charg- 
es of using methods in violation of 
the Sherman Anti-trust law. 


The uniform standard contracts 


and the credit system, enforced in 
leasing films to- exhibitors were d& 
clared to be in violation of the anti- 
trust law. 
The lower courts had held 
the 


Standard contract was in violation of 
the Sherman law because it requir- 
ed exhibitors to submit all dispute to 
compulsory arbitration. 


The credit rules and regulations, 


•which required purchasers of thea- 
tres to assume unexpired contracts 
made by their predecessors were sus- 
tained by the lower courts as a pro- 
per method of protecting the distri- 
butors 


It was contended exhibitors were 


forced to sign the

Ford Motor company were killed 
when their tri-motofed experimental 
plane crashed in flames on the Ford 
airport at Dearborn at 11:05 a. m.

The dead are Myron E. Zeller, 24, 


of Dearborn, the pilot, and Carl Wen- 
zel, of River Rouge, the mechanic. 


The two men had been in the air

It 
was timed to explode at 4 o'clock p. 
m., yesterday, shortly after-most of 
the employes for the Monday edition 
of the Spokesman-Review came to 
work. 
One disconnected wire was 


believed to have prevented the bomb 
from exploding as its maker had 
planned 


The trail of the bomb was tracked 


back through Seattle and Portland 
to San Francisco. Police said it had 
been picked up by a transfer com- 
pany on the sidewalk not far from 
where Use lived.

College Preparatory Schools 


Hit by Report of Presi- 
dents

gressive education, as practiced in 
experimental schools throughout the 
country, .appears to be striking a 
snag, due to the fact that real edu- 
' cation. and going to college don't 
necessarily mean the same thing. 


.-The experimentalists, trying1 to 


prepare boys and girls to succeed in 
the •world as it is, had been getting 
on famously, until it appeared, that 
parents not only wanted their chil- 
dren to be scientifically 
educated 


but _that they wanted them to go 
through college as well. 


The two ideas might not appear to 


be incompatible, but educators are 
finding them so. A secondary school 
education might 
make a student 


happy and accomplished, bringing 
out all sorts of latent powers, but 
getting into college was something 
else again. The lad might not be 
able to scan Latin verse; he might 
have vague ideas about the Phaedo 
and. Crito. Therefore he was pluck- 
ed at the college gates, no matter 
how 
much useful 
and 
exciting 


knowledge he might have, outside 
the traditional college entrance re- 
quirements. One section of the edu- 
cational mill refuses to take the 
partially finished products of the 
other.

PAYING FOR PERMANENT 


IMPROVEMENTS 


The statement by Assemblyman C. 


A. Budlong- of Marmette that he will 
propose an amendment to the Wiscon- 
sin constitution authorizing a $10,000,- 
000 state bond issue for construction 
and equipment of buildings for Wis- 


- consin penal and charitable institutions 


will bring up again the question of 
state policy in regard TO providing- the 
large sums of money that go into per- 
manent improvements as distinguish- 
ed from the sums necessary to pay the 
ordinary expenses of government. 


The Wisconsin constitution prohib- 


its the creation of a state debt for a 
larger sum than $100,000 and then only 
"for the purpose of defraying extraor- 
dinary expenditures" to which is also 
added other festricticfns among •which 
is one requiring the repayment of such 
a loan within five years. 
A hundred 


thousand dollars seemed a great 
amount of money 80 years ago. Today 
It is hardly enough for an addition to 
an ordinary factory. 


The immediate payment of the large 


appropriations made necessary for the 
'building and equipment of penal and 
charitable institutions, university and 
eapitol office buildings, is a heavy bur- 
den upon the taxpayer and not a just 
one. When Wisconsin built its new 
capitol building at Madison 20 years 
ago it expended about $10,000,000. The 
taxpayers during the few years it-took 
to erect the structure f ooted^the entire 
bill. That structure will list for a cen- 
tury or more, let us hope for several. 


, The future generations will get more 


out of it than those who sweated and 
toiled to pay for it. Were it not for the 
present constitutional provision pay- 
ment could have been made at the rate 
of half a million dollars annually over 
a period of 20 years instead of creating 
a heavy tax burden for a year or two. 


, It could have been made relatively 


easy instead of becoming an infliction. 
At the same time the deferred payment 
plan would constitute a more just and 
, equitable distribution of cost between 
the people of today and those of to- 
morrow, for it is those of tomorrow 
who secure the greater share of bene- 
fit from these structures that are built 
to last for generations. For a govern- 
ment, as for any other business, to car- 
ry a reasonable indebtedness in pro- 
portion to its worth, at a fair rate of 
interest, payable in installments over a 
reasonable length of time, is the sound 
and accepted method of providing for 


- the payment of permanent improve- 


ments. 


The state should have the necessary 


authority to issue bonds, hedged 
around with restrictions to properly 
balance the loans and protect 
future 


generations; There must be a restric- 


," tion as to the amount, based upon a 


v percentage of the value of all property 


in the state subject to taxation. 
This 


j. will prevent the creation of a debt un- 


reasonable in size. There must be a re- 
striction as to the length of time with- 
in which the indebtedness incuned 
must be paid. This will prevent loading 
down future 
generations 
unfairly. 


There must be a restriction limiting: 
O 


the use of the money so obtained to 
permanent improvements. 
This will 


prevent one generation from saddling 
its running expenses onto future gen- 
erations. With such restrictions there 
is no likelihood that bonding the state 
could serve any purpose but a just one. 


This nation was nourished throughout 
its youth on apple pie. In Boston, 
cradle of liberty, they eat apple pie for 
breakfast, and thrive on it. And any 
genuine dyed-in-the-vool pie eater 
would as soon think of leaving the bot- 
tom crust uneaten as he would forget 
to honor his wife's birthday. 


The man who, tackling a piece of 


pie, leaves the bottom crust to its o\\n 
devices, bare and forsaken, is no true 
pie addict. It was not by such men 
that our nation became great. Pie was 
made to be eaten, and the under crust 
is its chief jewel and its greatest glory. 


RADIO FOOTBALL 


The football fan no longer needs to 


be a hardy individual. 
He no longer 


needs to shiver in rain-swept bleachers 
or crouch in upturned coat collar while 
an inhospitable gale drives across the 
stadium. If the weather is unfavorable 
—or even if it isn't—he can sit at 
home, snug in his arm chair, turn on 
the radio and get the whole game in 
comfort and ease. However, he is up 
against one drawback that does not 
confront the man who acutally goes 
to the game in the flesh. He has to get 
his football through the medium of the 
radio announcer; and in all too many 
cases this is a severe and soul-racking 
trial, almost too grievous to be borne. 


Football radio announcers, as a gen- 


eral thing, seem to 
fall into three 


classes; the deliberate, the excitable 
and the downright dizzy. Each class, 
Jn its own way, leads the football fan 
to much profanity. The deliberate an- 
nouncer is a heavy cross to bear. At 
a crucial moment in a tense game he 
will describe things somewhat like 
this: "McFinnigle gets the ball . . . 
He goes around'right end . . . O'Nut- 
ty is making interference for him . . . 
Now Purdy . . . no ... (an unus- 
ually long pause) . . . no, it's Whortle 
. . . Whortle makes the tackle . . . 
Whortle gets him . . . " 


And then, as an afterthought, he re- 


marks that the ball carrier gained five 
yards, on the play. -Now all of this was 
happening with the attacking team- 
needing one yard to make a first down 
on the enemy's 10-yard line, and with 
two minutes left to play; but the im- 
portant news comes in last, and a bad 
last at that, while the anxious fan 
writhes and twists and nearly has ap- 
oplexy waiting for the leisurely an- 
nouncer td get to the point. 
> 


But the excitable announcer is little 


better. He goes like this: 
"There he 


goes! 
There he goes! 
He's go- 


ing off tackle! 
Oh! Oh! 
Look 


at that boy run! Wow! 
He's 


tearing around right end, behind mar- 
velous'interference, dodging and fight- 
ing his way—hey, he's clear—ah, now . 
they've 
caught 
him—a 
beautiful 


tackle, simply beautiful. . . . He gain- 
ed a yard-and a half." Or else this an- 
nouncer simply blows up and emits a 
wild whoop, indicating that something 
sensational- has happened—and does 
not get down to earth, to let the radio 
listeners know just what it Avas, for a 
whole minute. 


Under the heading, "downright diz- 


zy," 
come the most obnoxious of all. 


This classification includes, first of 
all, men who know nothing whatever 
about football but who valiantly de- 
scribe the game anyway. It includes 
announcers who are smitten with their 
own alleged capacity for humor, and 
give the fan his football through a 
ponderous web of fourth-rate wise- 
cracks and smug guffaws. It includes 
the men who describe the scenery, and 
the "colorful spectacle" ad nauseam. It 
includes men who seem to think that 
the best broadcast is the wordiest. 


Most of them fall into one of these 


three classifications. There are excep- 
tions, of course; but they are few. It 
is a tough break for the fan.

SPINOZA'S BIRTH 


On Nov. 24. 1632, Benedict Spinoza, a famous 


Dutch-Jewish philosopher, was born at Amster- 
dam, the son of a Portugese merchant who had 
fled there to escape relisrious persecution. 


Though a delicate child.' Spinoza' studied dili- 


gently under rabbis. He was later alienated from 
the orthodox beliefs of his'religion and beccause 
of his heresies, was excommunicated from the 
synagogue. 


After spending some time in exile in obstruse 


and difficult study he brought out an abridge- 
ment of the philosophical works of Descartes. 
He was soon ofered the chair of philosophy at 
Heidelberg and a pension if he. would dedicate 
his work to Louis XIV. These he refused on the 
ground they would endanger his independence 
and integrity of thought. He preferred, instead, 
to live in poverty. 


The nub of Spinoza philosophy is this: Ex- 


istence consists of the 
material 
world and 


thought. Each of these realms is independent 
of the other. Thought does not influence mat- 
ter, and matter does not influence thought. Nev- 
ertheless, the movements of one are parallel or 
analogous to the movements of the other, and the 
movements of each depend on an all pervading 
essence, which is equivalent to God.

I find your column from day to 


day both interesting and mstructive. 
I have had an experience which I 
believe might be useful as a warn- 
ing.

a sedan, with the window on her 
side open, about an inch, all the oth- 
er windows closed. We had just 
turned off the main highway onto 
a dirt road near Niagara on the 
lake, when all of a sudden I realized 
that something was wrong with me. 
I drove on for perhaps 200 feet and 
stopped. From the top of nay head 
to feet, arms and hands I had. a 
peculiar feeling, 
could not move 


from seat, and was covered with 
perspiration. My wife opened the 
doors, fanned me, gave me a drink 
of cold water, wiped my face, neck 
and hands and tried to feel my 
pulse. After a tune I had a vomit- 
ing spell, and in half an hour I was 
able to proceed., but I did so with 
caution. I learned afterward that 
my wife had been similarly seized, 
too, tho not so severely as I. 


You probably know by this time 


that I got a dose of monoxide gas. 
The garage man found a leaky gas- 
ket on the exhaust pipe near the 
engine. 


I've been wondering how many 


men lose their lives this way and 
nobody knows just what has hap- 
pened to them. Personally, I'm glad 
that there was a reason from with- 
out for my condition. At the same 
time I realize that probably I shall 
never again 
be so near 
passing 


from this world and not go.

ADVOCATE PLANS TO 
PREVENT LOSS OF 
PROFERHON LAKES 


Study Radio Conditions to 


Determine if This Method 
Can Be Used

Washington—Four possible meth- 


ods of preventing thp loss of life 
and property on the Great Lakes 
such as occurred last fall are advo- 
cated by the Federal Steamboat In- 
spection service. 


A study is now being: made of 


radio conditions on the Great Lakes 
in order to determine whether or 
not the use of radio in this region 
should be extended and could be of 
material aid in preventing lake dis- 
aster^. 


Supervising 
Inspector 
General 


Dickerson N. Hoover of the Federal 
bureau also suggests in his annual 
report to the Department of Com- 
merce made public Thursday that 
supervising inspectors submit blue 
prints covering new construction 
and changes in construction to him, 
and that they consider the carrying 
of a life raft in addition to lifeboat 
equipment on Great Lakes vessels 
and additional distress lights in the 
pilot house or on the navigator's 
bridge on vegsels of 150 gross tons 
and over. 


The three major disasters on Lake 


Michigan were the loss of the steam- 
er Andaste on September 9, 1929; 
the car ferry Milwaukee on October 
22, 1929; and the steamer Wisconsin 
on October 29, 1929. 


In connection with the loss of 


the Andaste and the Milwaukee, a 
study is being made of radio con- 
ditions on the Great Lakes in order 
to determine whether or not the use 
of radio in this region should be ex- 
tended. 


A special investigation is also be- 


ing made of the construction of car 
ferries on the Great Lakes before 
changing the present plans. 


ENTIRE CREW LOST 


The Andaste, weighing 1,439 grossj 
tons, Mas en route to Chicago from 
Grand Haven, Mich., with a cargo 
of gravel, when it was lost. Its en- 
tire crew was killed. 
The vessel 


was valued at $100,000. No cause 
for the foundering has been ascer- 
tained. 


The Milwaukee of 2,933 gross tons, 


valued at $720,000, left Milwaukee 
for Grand Haven and was never 
heard from. Wreckage and bodies 
of members of the crew of 47 were 
found to prove that the car ferry 
foundered but no reason for the ac- 
cident can ever be known 
since 


there were no survivors. 


The Wisconsin, of 1,929 gross tons 


sank about four miles offshore from 
Kenosha, Wis., with a loss of 9 of 
its crew.

S"00,000, was a total loss, as was 
the cargo, valued at ?125,000. 


Another Great'Lake accident tak- 


ing 9 lives, occurred on October 31, 
1929, 
when the steamers Senator and 


Marquette collided 20 miles east of 
Port Washington in Lake Michigan, 
sinking the Senator and killing jmem- 
bers of her crew. After an investi- 
gation, the license of Capt. Walter 
F. Amsbary, master of the Mar- 
quette, 
was suspended 
for 
six 


months. He appealed and the time 
was reduced to three months. The 
damage from this accident was esti- 
mated at 1275,000. 


On November 30, 1929, the steam- 


er Kiowa, loaded with gram, was 
stranded west of Au Sable Point 
in Lake Superior. Five of the crew 
were killed. 
The

coast guards saved 18 others. The 
vessel, valued at $100,000 was a total 
loss. 
Capt. Arthur J. Cronk of the 


Kiowa has his license suspended for 
SO days, a modification of the orgin- 
al 60-day suspension. 


The eighth supervising inspection
